THERE IS NO NATIONAL HOLIDAY*' 


Not Even the Lai)or Day Act^Creates One, 


Say the Lawyers. 


There would seem to be no snQh^thing 


iu this country ns a national holiday. 
Lawyers assert that even Labor day, 
which was set apart by act \)f rcongress 
in 1894 iu such manuoVhs^toQead the 
confiding layman tosuppose.it/atleast 
to bo a national holiday, is dot such 
ciiiside of the District of Columbia un- 
less by state enactment.. The creation 
and regulation of holidays have been 
left entirely to the legislatures of the 
individual states. 


The act of congress concerning Labor 


ilay was approved June 28, 1864, it pro- 
vides "that tho first Monday of Septem- 
ber in each year, being the day cele- 
brated and known as Labor day, is 
hereby mads a legal holiday, to all in- 
tents and purposes, in the same manner 
ns Christmas, Jan. 1, Feb. 32, May PO 
and July 4 i:re now made by law public 
holidays." 


Clearly the proper construction of 


this statute can be arrived at only by 
reference to the provisions bearing upon 
the other holidays named. The act mak- 
ing holidays ot Jan. 1, July 4, Christ- 
mas and "any day appointed or recom- 
mended by tho president -of the United 
States ns a day of public fast or thanks- 
giving" was passed in Jnuo, 1870, and 
was restricted in its effect to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 'These days are holi- 
dayo in tho various states only as they 
are made so by the various state legis- 
latures. 


The act of Jan. SI, 1S79, makes Feb. 


22 a legal holiday, and iho r.ct of AUK. 
81, 1SS8, does t!;e sajuo for Hay SO, 
and both are rostricled iu their applica- 
tion to the Distiict of Columbia. 
The 


act referring to Lisbor day says nothing 
about the District of Columbia, bnt it 
does say that tho first Monday of Sep- 
tember shall bo a legal holiday, "(o all 
intents arid purposes, in tho same man- 
ner as Christmas, Jan. 1, Feb. 22, May 
80 and July -1 are uow made by law 
public holidays." 


The intents arid purposes for v.'hich 


and the manner in which those days are 
made holidays are expressly limited to 
tho District of Columbia, arid so, by 
necessary inference, is the act referring 
to Labor day. 


The misleading language of tup Labor 


day act has led to a prevalent statement 
that the first Monday of September is a 
holiday throughout the United States 
by congressional enactment.—New York

Everybody kno-ws that the earth makes 


one complete revolution ou its asis once 
in each 2-1 hours. 
But few, however, 


have imy idea of tho high rate of speed 
r.t -which such an immense ball mnst 
turn in order to accomplish the feat of 
making one revolution iu a clay and u 
night. 
A graphic idea of the terrific 


pace which tho old earth keeps up year 
after year may be had by comparing i(s 
speed to that of a camion ball Drccl from 
a modern high pressure gun. Tho high- 
est velocity ever attained by such a mis- 
silo lias been estimated at 1,020 feot per 
second, which is equal to r. milo in 
3 2-10 seconds. 
The earth, iu making 


one complfito revolution in tho short 
Hpaco of 2-1 hours, mnst turn with a 
velocity almost exactly equal to that of 
the cam-on ball. In short, its rate of 
speed at the equator is exactly 1,507 
feet per second. This is equal to a mile 
every 3 G-10 seconds, 17 miles a min- 
rjte.—St. Louis Republic.

COINAGE 


The friends of silver held a meeting 


at Spokane, Washington, Sat'iul ty 
night. 
Attorney General Jones in- 


troduced a resolution which was 1111,111- 
itnously adopted, leqnestmg thi btate | 
and county Central Committees of the 
several political organizations in the 
State when they issne a call for pu- 
maries or caucuses for the election of 
delegates *o the national conventions, 
to ask and require a vote at the same 
time for or against the free coinage of 
silver. 


Would it not be advisable for the 


several political organizations in Ne- 
vada to do likewise ? There 13 no oc- 
casion, it is true, for the members of 
the silver party to express an opinion 
on this question as the party is un- 
equivocally pledged to open the mints 
to silver on equal terms with gold. A 
large majority of the Populists aiso are 
for free coinage, though a few of them 
ignore the first principal of the Omaha 
platform. Very many of the Republi- 
cans and Democrats claim to be for 
free coinage, though some of their 
most courageous leaders candidly con- 
fess tbat they are for the single gold 
standard. 


The position of the parties in Nevada

cocoanut shell';, the ouor and ti'.Pte of 
clove* being scaicflyperceptible; coffee 
—consisting chiefly of coffee scieempgs 
or damns"'! coffee, but .sold at a Irgh 
price as a pure article; fresh ",La,," 
tiaclo from wheat and bailoy hulls, 
roasted with sugar and containing no 
cofleo; codfish not codfish at all—mere- 
ly Miepp dried fi.sh; cream of taitar 
adnlteiated with flour; flasseecl adnl- 
toi.ited with starch; fiuit "butici.s" 
such a.s apple butter, peach butter, eto , 
veiy seldom pure, being adulterated 
with starch waste and salicylic acid;
